Canada took the initiative in this 
manner and, through its representa- 
tive, notified the, league of the action 
it intended to take at the next meet- 
ing of the committee dealing with the 
sale and Uistribution of dangerous 
drugs-and it has already received the 
support of several influentiel members

'The action was taken after consul- 
tation with distinguished medical au- 
thorities in all the leading countries 
of the world and after many hospitals 
in Canada and elsewhere had been 
canvassed on the question.

Tent Caterpillars 


Trees Growing on Prairies Badly 
Damaged by This Pest 
Certain areas in Alberta, Southern 
Saskatchewan. and Manitoba, were 
seriously infested in 1928 by Forest 
Tent Caterpillars. The districts re- 
ferred to are shown on a map forming 
the ‘first page of a circular isgued by 
the’ Dominion Entomological : Branch, 
and prepared by J. J. de Gryse, assist- 
ant entomologist, stationed at Indian 
Head, Sask. ‘The pest feeds on the 
foliage of trees, such as cottonweod, 
willow and ash, seriously sapping their 
vitality. The cireular contains an 
illustrated description of the cater- 
pillar, along with methods of controt 
and types of spraying outfits, which 
should be brought into play on infest- 
ed trees in the early spring, as. soon as 
the buds open. The formula given 
for use at this season is: arsenate of 
lead (paste) 3 pounds, water 40 gal- 
lons; or arsenate of lead (powder) 214 
pounds, water 40 gallons, Other for-

Volcanic Activity. 
Produced Ice Age, 


Quantity of Sunlight Much Diminished 
By Volcanic Dust 

Records of the climate of the world, 
from the year 80, when Pompeii was 
destroyed by Vesuvius, writes George 
Sleggse in the London Mail, reveal the 
fact that serious disturbances of 
climate have followed great volcanic 
eruptions. 

In cases too numerous to be 


coin- 
cidences the eruption of,a volcano in 
any part of the world has been sucy 
ceeded by one or two years, marked- 
ly colder thah the average, Indeed, 
modern science accounts for the Ice} 
Age by the theory of Volcanism—that 
is to say, the activity of volcanoes. 

To understand how volcanoes can 
affect the climate ope or two facts 
about the earth's atmosphere must be 
borne in mind, 

It has been discovered by the meth- 
od of sending up balloons and kites, 
carrying thermometers, that upwards 
from a height of 644 miles there exists 
a great upper region of the atmos- 
phere, of constant temperature 
throughout, about 100 degrees below 
freezing. “In this “high” atmosphere 
there are no clouds, no storms, no 
rain. The clouds, storms and rain 
all occur in the region of the atmos- 
phere lower than 64% miles. 

Now, during eruption, volcanic dust 
ig btown into the air as a great cloud 
over the volcano. The eruption of 
Tomboro, which killed 56,000 people in 
1815, blew up so much dust that for 
three days there was darkness at a 
distance of three hundred miles. The 
dust cloud of volcanoes has been 
measured from time to time and it 
has been found to reach to a height 
of thirteen miles. | Therefore a large 
quantity of the dust is blown up into 
the high atmosphere, © 

Here, as explained, there are no 
clouds to sweep it out and:no rain to 
wash it out.’ Volcanic dust particles 
are so minute that they may take 
more than a year to fall to the lower 
atmosphere, when rain will wash them 
to the ground. Hence in a_ few 
months the volcanic dust spreads in 
the high atmosphere over the entire 
earth, ; 

Now this Yeil Of dust affects very 
pronouncedly the amount of sunlight 
that reachés the earth's surface. It 
has been shown by scientific experi- 
ment and calculation that the surpris- 
ingly small quantity of the 1,500th 
part of a cubie mile of voleanie dust 
distributed round the entire earth is 
sufficient to reduce the intensity of 
sunlight by 20 per cent., and, if con- 
tinued, to produce an Ice Age. 

The Ice Age itself, or rather the Ice 
Ages, are today believed to have 
run their course during periods of | 
inceskant volcanic activity. 


A Soldier Automaton 

Mechanical soldiers, directed by 
wireless rays, will fight the next war 
if the claims of Niels <Aasen, Nor- 
wegian scientist and inventor, prove} 
true.

Much Has to be Left to Theory Re- 
garding This Wonderful Organ 
One of the most wonderful organs 

of the body is the human ear, and al- 

though scientists know much about it 
and its marvellous formation, there is 
still much left to theory.

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WHAT MAKES A GOOD SOLDIER? 


Please note the word “good.” There 
are soldiers and soldiers, but the best 
kind is the good kind who never 
brings shame to his regiment. 

A .story.is told of a “parson in 
arms” who enlisted as a private be- 
cause he loved the boys. He lived 
a fine clean-cut life of inspiration, be- 
came a captain and went over the top. 

When the ‘roll eall took place after 
the battle there was no answer to his 
name, but later he was found with 
his forehead pierced by a bullet. Just 
before he charged he said, “Boys, we 
are about to charge. Commit your- 
selves to your Saviour. If you die 
it will. be well; if you live it will be 
well.” 

He was a good soldier and a good 
man, 

First. He remembers the honour 
of the regiment is in his care. Some 
people call that “esprit de- corps,” 
which is the French way of describ- 
ing the spirit that enters into “and fills 
a body of men. 

It -is. that spirit that makes the 
character of any collection of people. 
In your home, in your school, tn your 
church, in your club, in-your class, in 
your country, there is a hidden spirit, 
just as your soul is hidden in cast 
body. * 

To keep that spirit strong and sche. 
ig the ambition of every loyal person, 


“| and to do anything that spoils it hurts 


the school or the club or the home. 

Now, a good soldier wants to keep 
the spirit of his company high. His 
question should be what kind of a 
company will this be if everybody was 
like me? And after all, it is what 
all are like that makes the real char- 
acter of the whole. 

Then second: A good soldier list- 
ens to the commands. 


There are three leading commands. 


(a) “Attention.” That means keep 
yourself ready; put your heart and 
head into your work. \It is the same 
thought that is often written on the 
corner of ‘the streets where the cars 
cross. “Stop, look, listen.” Get 
your mind on the job, and make it 
thorough! - 

(b) “Eyes front.” Why does the 
soldier keep his eyes es straight 
forward? Simply because side 
glances spoil attention. To keep 
looking around distracts, a word that 
means “draws apart.” Instead of 
looking. at one place, the eyes look 
everywhere and see nothing distinct- 
ly. 

(c) “Obedience.” Just think of a 
compary with no discipline, where 
every man does as he pleases, and 
where orders may be followed or may 
not. Do you suppose the glorious 
Canadian army could have followed 
the barrage at Vimy if they had not 
been trained to obey orders? 

The good soldier {s under orders and 


“Theirs not to make reply, 
Theirs not to reason why.” 
They are to take the order and carry 
it out and the objective is won. 
Then third: After all the training, 
the good soldier adopts four attitudes 
(a) Ready for inspection, How 
the boys used to hate polishing but- 
tons and smoothing puttees and 
brushing up, but it was all good and 
necessary. It made the soldier who 
could pass muster and who showed 
care for himself and the appearance 
of his regiment. 2 
Are you ready for inspection? It 
takes place. ‘Would you like to think 
that the Great Inspector of ~life is 
looking at you, and if He does, could 
you stand that look? What about your 
thoughts? ‘If the full light were turn- 
ed on, would you like them to shine 
out justas they are? A good soldier 
is never afraid of being looked at. 
(b) “Semper paratus.”* When you 
get to the high school you will learn 
that that means “always ready.” 


When I was a little boy I used to 
love to watch the parade of the Tenth 
Royal Grenadiers, and when I hear 
yet the band play “The Grenadiers’ 
Mareh,” I can still feel the thrill of 
that wonderful regiment Their 
mptio on their cresis and on their 
flags is, “Semper paratus.” What- 


ever comes or goes; whatever orders 
are given; whatever work is to. be 
done; we are ready. 

(ec) “Carry on.” That means, push 
the job through. In rain or shine, in 
camp or trench, in defeat or victory, 
keep a-going. ‘The war is not yours. 
It belongs to your country and winning 
it depends on no one giving in. 

(d) “Over the top.” That is the 
end of it all. All the drill, all the 
discipline, all the training, all the 
Marching, all the weapons; even all 
the rest times are to isgue in the final 
charge. 

The war is not for fun, It is des- 
perately in earnest. It is meant to 
attack the enemy and wrest victory 
from him, 


“W. ON. U. 1519 
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We all have sometime or other to 
come out Into the open; out of the 
dugouts and trenches into the front 
firing line, and then over no man’s 
land into the lines of the enemy. 

Girls and boys, your battle is ahead 
of you. Now is the time to get 
ready. You are in the training camp. 
Home and school, and even street, are 
part of it. Would you like to be 
ready for it all? Do you not ‘think 
the end is worth all the toil? 

Enrol to-day; listen to the orders; 
undergo the hard*toil; be a good *sol- 
dier; take the oath and live for ft! 

Many years ago every youth in an- 
cient Athens, as soon as was old 
enough, took a great oath. Here it 
fs: 

“I will not dishonour my sacred 
arms, I will not desert my Tellow- 
soldier, by whose side I may be set. 
I will leave my country greater and 
not less than when she is committed 
to me. I will reverently obey the 
laws which have been established, and 
in time to come, shall be established 
by «the judges. I will not forsake 
the temples where my fathers wor- 
shipped. Of these things the gods 
are my witnesses.” 

This is a fine oath for such early 
limes, and filled with the modern 
Christian spirit. If you will take it, 
it will make of you a good soldier. 


Sun Growing Very Old - 


But Good For Four Million Years Yet 
Says Astronomer / 

An eminent German astronomer has 
fixed the age of-the sun as something 
between two and three billion years. 
His estimate is based in part on the 
rate of decomposition of radio-active 
elements, and in part on deductions 
from Einstein’s theory of relativity 
concerning the relation between mass 
and energy. Jarly estimates set the 
age-of the sun. as low as ten millien 
years, but geologists comsidered that 
this was too short to allow for the 
erosion, and -other changes observed 
in the crust of thé earth since it be- 
came solid. The radio-active decom- 
position of uranium to lead indicates 
that the solid crust of the earth has 
existed for at least one and one-half. 
billion years. The sun, while gétting 
past middle age, is still good for four 
million years, after which some scien- 
lists believe a crust will form on its 
surface and life such as we Rhow it 
will cease upon the éarth.
